Students for a democratic Society

revolutionary position. It maintained 
a national office at 1608 West Madison 
Street, Chicago, Illinois, until 
February, 1970.

Gumaer said since residing in SLC he has given 
up political activities because he tried for nine years to 
warn American public of threat of communism to this 
country, but has now given up and is merely trying to make 
a living. Gumaer stated he has been asked to become involved 
in the American Party and Libertarian Party, but to date 
has not <Ione so. Gumaer is convinced there will be an armed 
revolution in the United States and advocates family survival. 
He believes individuals have the rright to defend ^themselves 
against revolutionaries. 

Gumaer emphatically denied organizing- or being 
involved in organizing right-wing airline pilots to fly 
"hit teams" around the United States to assassinate anyone, 
and stated such allegations as "silly". Gumaer stated he 
dislikes Henry Kissenger because he believes Kissenger is 
a danger to the United States due to his pro-communist 
activities and associates, but that to kill one or two 
persons would accomplish nothing. Gumaer advised the only 
way to defeat communism is to change the mind of the 
electorate through propaganda and make changes legally. 

Gumaer said he cannot recall ever making any statement which 
could be construed as a threat to assassinate Kissenger or

anyone else, Gumaer believes if internal revolution comes 
citizens have the right to kill revolutionaries in self- 
defense. Gumaer knows of no one who would start rumors 
about him; however, he admitted he has made enemies in

A policeman is many things. He’s a son, a brother, a lather, an uncle, 
and sometimes even a grandfather. He is a protector in time of need 
and a comforter in time of sorrow. His job calls for him to be a 
diplomat, a psychologist, a lawyer, a friend, and an inspiration. He 
suffers from an overdose of publicity about brutality and dishonesty. 
He suffers far more from the notoriety produced by unfounded 
charges. Too often, acts of heroism go unnoticed and the truth is 
buried under all the criticism. The fact is that less than one-half of 
one per cent of policemen ever discredit their uniform. That’s a 
better average than you'll find among clergymen. 

A policeman is an ordinary guy who is called upon for extraordinary 
bravery - for us! His job may sometimes seem routine, but the 
interruptions can be moments of stark terror. He’s the man who 
faces a half-crazed gunman, who rescues a lost child, who challenges 
a mob, and who risks his neck more often than we realize. He 
deserves our respect and our profound thanks. 

A policeman stands between the law abider and the law breaker. He’s 
the prime reason your home hasn’t been burned, your family abused, 
your business looted. Try to imagine what might happen if there 
were no policemen around. And then try to think of ways to make 
their job more rewarding. Show them the respect you really have; 
offer them a smile and a kind word; see that they don’t have to be 
magicians to raise their families on tess-than-adequate salaries. 

We think policemen are great. We thank God for all the little boys 
who said they would be policemen, and who kept their promise. We 
hope you feel the same way, and we hope you’ll show it — so there 
will always be enough good policemen to go around.

Support Your Local Police I Committees believe that “police brutality” is a 
matter for serious concern. We believe, however, that policemen ought to be 
protected from it. In the past decade, more than 500 law enforcement officers 
were murdered in the line of duty. In 1968, there were J5.8 assaults for every 
100 officers in this country. This means that one of every seven policemen is 
being attacked every twelve months, and the rate climbs higher each year. 

Our investigation has revealed numerous accounts of police officers being 
attacked, dragged from their cars and beaten, lured into ambush, victimized by 
booby-traps, and abused by hate-filled mobs. We've discovered that policemen in 
this country are being bombarded with rocks, bottles and bricks; shot at from 
rooftops; and frequently hospitalized because of wounds inflicted with clubs, 
spikes, and meathooks. 

Added to all this, the policeman is harassed and shackled by civilian review 
boards, human relations commissions, and other groups. He faces the creeping, 
vice-tike control that comes when politicians saddle his department with federal 
aid. And he must face criminals who know even better than he of the 
permissiveness and leniency of judges and parole boards. No wonder the job of 
being an effective policeman - always dangerous - is becoming almost 
impossible. 

Every policeman knows what “police brutality” really is. We think it's time 
more of the public realized what it is, too - so that something will be done 
about it. 

THE WAR ON POLICE 

In June of 1961, the Internal Security Subcommittee of the United States 
Senate released a small report which detailed Communist plans to discredit and 
destroy local police forces. Called ”A Communist Plot Against The Free World 
Police,” this report was ignored by much of the mass media. Here, in part, is 
what it said: 

Our police are among the foremast guardians of freedom and thus a major target 
of the Communists. The better the force... the more vital it is for the 
Communists to destroy it. 

The Communist technique \of war against police J has been directed primarily 
toward discrediting the police in the eyes of the people. 

There is a natural antipathy between police and Communists. The police learn 
early in their careen that the Communist Party is not just another political party 
but is an international conspiracy. 

A campaign against the police of one free country is not planned and directed by 
the Communist Party of that country; it is pianned and directed by the 
strategists of international communism.

Statement of Principles 

We believe that the first and most solemn responsibility of ail public 
officials is to protect the lives and property of the citizens of this 
community. Our local police, who have been entrusted with this 
fundamental obligation, have fulfilled their duties admirably, justly 
earning a reputation as “the thin blue line” protecting the law- 
abiding citizen from the lawbreaker. 

We are extremely concerned about recent developments in this 
country which have imposed new and dangerous burdens on our 
local police. Harassment and outright attacks against the police, in 
many instances organized and controlled by subversives and crimi¬ 
nals, have increased alarmingly. Court decisions have placed un¬ 
reasonable restrictions on the forces of law and order, while freeing 
many criminals from prison and imposing only the mildest of 
sentences on others. And far too many politicians have bowed to the 
disruptive tactics and outright threats of organized pressure groups. 

It is for these reasons that we have organized this Support Your 
'Local Police Committee. We urge all responsible citizens in this 
' community to work with us to: 

• ** Support our local police in the performance of their duties; 

*• Oppose all harassment or interference with law enforcement personnel 
as they carry out their assigned tasks; 

** Reject any “civilian review boards” or other outside “supervision” of 
our police; 

** Prohibit the creation of any national police force, or any other 
centralized authority, which would replace or control our local police; 

** Oppose any and all efforts to subsidize, regionalize, or federalize our 
local police, since any loss of their independence from outside controls 
will inevitably lead to a loss of our protection and safety as well; 

•• Accept our responsibilities to our local police, to defend them against 
unjust attacks, nuke them proud and secure in their vital profession, 
and to offer them our support in word and deed wherever possible.

We pledge to inaugurate a community-wide program to support our 
local police and keep them independent. We will work to create more 
understanding of the problems and threats our police face. We will 
remind our fellow citizens that our police have earned our help and 
need it now.
